Last Tuesday morning O. L. Perry 
received at the Western Union office a 
telegram from Peru, Ind., saying that 
"Sadie Weybreight, a book agent, drop- 
ped dead while at the sapper table" 
there. 


Sadie, with commendable enterprise, 
lives to,read her'own obituary notices, 
and here hangs a tale of rare interest. 


Many i>eople will recall Dr. J. M. 
Welsheimer, a homeapothist who had an 
office in the Wilkins block, on Broad- 
way, and is highly connected in the dty. 
He originally came from South Whitley 
and a good wife and pretty little daugh- 
ter blessed hishome. 


One day the doctor met Sadie Wey- 
breight, and, although she came from 
Quaker stock and had a husband and 
two children, love was mutual at first 
sight 


They met clandestinely at first, but 
time put shame to flight, and the 
guilty pair took to travel, selling, be- 
tween caresses and kisses, patent trink- 
ets through the villages and towns of 
Northern Indiana. 


Mrs. Welsheimer followed her hus- 
band and endeavored to win him back. 
but failing to accomplish her righteous 
purpose, she applied for and was grant- 
ed a divorce in Whitley county some 
time ago. 


During all this time the doctor and 
his amour won mnc^ notoriety. 
Mrs. 
Weybreight had something like $1,000 
and this she lavished on the doctor and 
besides let him sport her gold watch. 
Tiring of her, the physician fled and^the 
woman followed him here, accusing him 
of th^ theft of her watch. 


A meeting between them at the Bich 
hotel was sensational. 
The woman 


fainted, the doctor kissed her, and they 
went on their roving jaunt again. 


Some days ago the doctor again dis- 
appeared and Mrs. Weybreight came 
here. She insisted that she and the 
doctor were mairied, and under the 
name of Sadie Welsheimer^brought suit 
to replevin goods held by the doctor's 
relatives. Her purpose was not to re- 
cover the goods, but to disclose the doc- 
tor's hiding place, and failing in this 
she went to Peru. 


There she penned the tel^;ram an- 
nouncing her own death, and went so 
far as to inform the relatives of the doc- 
tor that her remains would be shipped 
on to them for burial. 


She supposed that the sad tidings 
would hasten the doctor to her bier, but 
not so, and now the festive book agent 
is planning anew way of discovering 
her fugitive Homeopot^t lover. 


Mrs. Weybreight is described as pre- 
possingand a lovable creature, and is 
expected in the city to-morrow. 


In the court at Goshen, her Quaker 
husband is now applying for a divorce, 
so that the woman's assumption that 
she has married Dr. Welsheimer is a 
sham.
